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NOMINATIONS AT ELECTIONS. 

Now that the elections are over, it seems quite natural, 
without the remotest reference to their results in a party sense, 
to review the working of the machinery by which they have 
been brought about. The Representation of the People Act 
of 1867 added very largely to the numbers of voters, both in 
boroughs and in counties. Indeed, the franchise in the former 
was so extended that the choice of their members of Parlia- 
ment may be considered to have rested with the heads of all 
resident families, without distinction. It is therefore a 
question of deep interest to decide how the law settled by the 
last Parliament for the conduct of the elections has answered 
its purpose ; what has been the character of the process by 
which the nation has achieved an expression of its political 
will; wherein that process has been defective; and in what 
respects that part of it which is traditional fits in with that 
which is new and to a certain extent tentative.

There were reasons in olden times for 
the nomination of Parliamentary candidates under conditions 
of the utmost publicity.

Roads were comparatively few and rough ; travelling 
was slow aad difficult ; there were no newspapers ; there were 
no means of acting directly upon the public mind, except by 
gathering the public together in common assembly. All these 
are altered. We have railways; we have 
electric telegraphs ; we have a cheap newspaper press. In all 
other matters we have adopted suitable methods for econo- 
mising the labour of bringing mind into contact with mind. 
In electioneering processes, however, we still adhere to our 
antiquated habits; we call together immense crowds of 
people to take a decision, which means nothing, from the 
very same people, for the most part, who, within a few hours 
will quietly record a decision from which there is no appeal. 
Any one who has attended the nomination of candidates for a 
popular constituency must have been struck with the utter

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE.

Paris, Thursday, Nov. 25. 

Judging from the tone of conversation here, and the remarks of 
the French press generally, Lord Stanley’s speech at Lynn will 
have considerable effect in averting the threatened trial of strength 
between France and Prussia, which has been productive of so much 
uneasiness. People gather from this speech that England would 
certainly not be on the side of France in the event of the struggle 
ensuing, and reason that she might possibly be on that of Prussia, 
which would be quite sufficient to make the war unpopular among 
the commercial, the industrial, and the investing classes, under one 
or the other of which every Frenchman, with slight exceptions, 
may be ranged. Although Lord Stanley spoke only in the name 
of a Government which, in all probability, will not exi8t through 
the year, people in France regard the utterances of a Minister of 
the British Crown as expressing the sentiments of the nation at 
large, and accord due weight to them. 

Rossini’s funeral, on Saturday last, engrosses the attention of 
all Paris. The Emperor was represented at the ceremony by his 
first Chamberlain ; Marshal Vaillant, Minister of the Emperor's 
household, was also present, with other dignitaries of the Court 
and members of the Council of State. The Italian Ambassador, with 
all the members of his mission, together with deputations from Italy, 
from the Institute, the Academy of Music, many of the provincial 
musical schools, the societies of dramatic artistes and gens de lettres, 
the foreign associates of the Academy of Fine Arts, and numerous 
distinguished representatives of the political, intellectual, and com- 
mercial life of Paris. ‘The interior arrangements of the Church of 
the Trinity, where the funeral service was performed, were ve 
simple, consisting merely of a catafalque in the centre of the aisle 
and some black drapery at the altar. The vocal accompaniments 
were, asa matter of course, of the highest order, the most dis- 
inguished musical artistes in Paris takingjpart$in them. Imme- 
diately the service was concluded the body was conveyed to 
the cemetery of Pére-la-Chaise, where cight orations were pro- 
nounced over it in the name of the Arts and of France, of the 
Institute of Italy, of the lyrical theatres, the societies of musical 
comporers, and artistes, and dramatic authors, and the Con- 
servatoire de Musique. The entire line of route along which the 
funeral cortége passed was densely crowded with spectators. %

The death of M. Berryer, who lies in a most dangerous state at 
Angerville, country seat, whither he insisted on being removed 
from Paris, spite of the remonstrances of his medical attendants, 
was reported on Monday in several of the Paris journals, but con- 
tradicted the next day. Small hopes are entertained of the recovery 
of the illustrious Legitimist orator and deputy. 

In addition to other newspaper prosecutions, proceedings are 
now being carried on by the Government against no less than 
eighteen papers, which have published lists of subscriptions for the 
monument to Baudin; of this number six are against Paris journals 
end twelve against provincial papers. The editor of one newspaper 
proceeded against at Clermont Ferraud has been acquitted, after 
two hours’ deliberation on the part of the tribunal. Against this 
decision, which has given the Liberal party ground for hope, the 
Government has determined to appeal. 

SPAIN.

The Chamber of Deputies reassembled at Florence on Tuesday 
after the autumn vacation.

On Wednesday Signor Mari was elected President of the 
Chamber by 185 votes against 93 given to Signor Crispi, candidate 
of the Left. Signor Mordino, candidate of the Right, was elected 
Vice-President. 

In reply to a question by Signor Curti as to what course the 
Government intended to take after the fresh defiance by the 
Papacy to Italy given by the execution of Monti and Tognetti, 
General Menabrea said that he did not disguise the political 
significance of the unjustifiable act of the Pontifical Government, 
and added :—* The Italian Government made every possible effort 
to avert it, but for the present I cannot reply or accept the discus- 
sion upon the question raised by Signor Curti.’’ A warm debate

GERMANY. 

England and North Germany have agreed on the basis of a new 
postal treaty, by which the rate of postage between the two 
countries will be reduced to threepence, and the system of post- 
cfiice orders will be introduced. 

A resolution was brought forward by Herr Guerard, in the 
Prussian Chamber, yesterday week, with the object of protecting 
mcmbers from prosecution for votes given or speeches made in the 
House. The question, which has long been open, seems likely now 
to be settled, as the Minister of the Interior announced that the 
Government agrees to the resolution for the sake of peace, though 
not without misgiving. 

On Monday the Chamber of Deputies adopted in the first stage, 
without discussion, the revised treaty of Oct. 17, 1868, entered into 
between Prussia, Baden, Bavaria, France, Hesse, and the Nether- 
lands for the regulation of the Rhine navigation. 

DENMARK, 

In the Second Chamber, on Saturday, the bill relative to inability 
to military service was rejected, although during the debate the 
Minister of Justice had declared that the Government made the 
measure a Cabinet question. it, is believed that the vote re- 
sulted from a misunderstanding, and the bill will probably be 
reintroduced. 

On Monday the Minister of Finance laid before the Diet a bill 
for an additional credit of a quarter of million rix dollars. The 
Minister of War announced that all the infantry of the Line and the 
reserve and all the cavalry regiments are provided with Remington 


rifles. 
GREECE.

CANADA, 

The Halifax Morning Chronicle of the 7th inst. contains a long 
letter from Mr. Joseph Howe upon the repeal movement in Nova 
Scotia. Mr. Howe announces that he has ceased to take part 
in that movement from a conviction that it cannot possibly 
lead to any result. All parties in England, he said, are in favour 
of the British colonies in North America being united in one great 
confederacy, so that there is nothing more to hope for from a 
Liberal than from a Conservative Cabinet. For a time it seemed to 
him that there was hope in another direction—a union of the 
maritime provinces might be formed; but this had been found im- 
practicable, and now nothing remained to be done but to make the 
best of the union.

The 
second bequeaths to the Institute of France two prizes of £120 
each: one to be annually awarded to the author of the best libretto 
of an opera, and the other to the composer who shall have pro- 
duced the best musical score for such a work.

When we were all so delighted with the first Great Exhibition, and 
some excellent persons believed that the age of war was over, it was 
eeriously proposed that the words of the National Anthem should be 
altered into conformity with the new spirit of the times.

There are few 
secrets from English diplomacy. That such a proposition could be 
tolerated for a single moment in a French Council is a proof that, 
whether the anthem be altered for poetical reasons or not, the time 
has certainly not come when the trumpet notes should be taken out 
of the music. 


It is not creditable to readers who buy what are called religious 
newspapers that those organs should suppose they please their 
patrons by the use of language which the persons at whom it is 
aimed cannot, from their position, resent, although it is in the last 
degree offensive. Inthe old days ladies and priests were held sacred 
from lay castigation, and though we have modified the rule as 
regards the latter, and very desirably, there should be a forbearance 
even in smiting a priest, and certainly a lady ought not to be 
assailed under any circumstances that can occur. But what do we 
zay to a Low Church journal that has not only attacked the new 
Archbishop of Canterbury, but has allowed the appearance in its 
columns of en attack upon the person dearest to him in all the 
world. It is true that subsequently an excuse was made for what 
is truly enough described as in bad taste, unchristian, and unmanly, 
for it has annoyed “‘many’’ of the journal's readers; but what 
ean be the atmosphere of a journalism in which such a brutality is 
possible? High Church journalism, on the other hand, has had 
the gentlemanly instinct to avoid the grosser outrage; but is it 
gentlemanly—one would not say decent—to stigmatise the head of 
the Church as an Erastian, or to seek to fix on him a nickname with 
an innuendo too vulgar to be indicated here? If the “ religious’’ 
papers write in this way, they have small right to complain that the 
secular press hits hard, which it does, but very seldom unfairly. 





It used to be thought evidence of profound antiquarianism to 
write about ‘“‘the little village of Charinge,’’ and to quote the 
line about ‘‘London meaning to go to Islington.”’ The former 
citation seems to have dropped out of use, but the latter will 
certainly come up again, For I observe that a new scheme is on 
foot—and to see speculation of any reasonable sort revive after the 
stunning shocks it has received from the ‘‘men of business’’ is 
something pleasant—for making a railway from Islington to 
Finsbury. I have not the faintest idea of the reasons for the pro- 
position ; but any railway, unless it is to run through the Abbey, 
or St. Paul's, seems to deserve encouragement; and if this one be 
carried out it will be highly convenient to people who want to go to 
the Agricultural Hall.

BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


The Registrar-General gives the following return of births and 
deaths in London and in thirteen other large towns of the United 
Kingdom during the week ending Saturday, Noy. 21 :— 

In London the births of 2168 children (1083 boys and 1075 girls) 
were registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten 
years (1858-67) the average number, corrected for increase of 
population, is 2126. 

The deaths registered in London during the week were 1507. It 
was the forty-seventh week of the year, and the average number of 
deaths for that week is, with a correction for increase of population, 
1632, The deaths in the present return are less by 125 than the 
estimated amount. The deaths from zymotic diseases were 311, 
the corrected average number being 371. Three deaths from smal!- 
pox, 12 from measles, 118 from scarlatina, 16 from diphtheria, 31 
ircm whooping-cough, 56 from fever, and 9 from diarrhwa were 
registered. During the last thirteen weeks only 58 deaths have 
been recorded from smallpox inan estimated population of more than 
3,000,000; this favourable result may be attributed to successful 
vaccination. In some of the large towns smallpox has been very fatal. 
One hundred and sixty-six deaths occurred from phthisis, 223 
from bronchitis, and 112 from pneumonia, In the preceding week 
the deaths from phthisis were 165, from bronchitis, 166, and from 

neumonia, 109. Diseases of the brain and nervous system proved 

atal to 154 persons, and 91 persons died from diseases of the organs 
of circulation, The deaths of 2 ms from intemperance, of 
3 persons from delirium tremens, of 4 children and 2 adults from 
burns or scalds, of 3 infants and 1 adult from suffocation, of 
3 persons who committed suicide, and of 3 persons who were killed 
by horses or carriages in the streets were registered. A coffec- 
house keeper, aged fifty-three y died on Noy. 14, at 100, Great 
Cambridge-street, Shoreditch, of “ delirium tremens drinking, 
laryngitis from smoking.’’ 

In the week that ended on Saturday, Nov. 21, 4295 births and 
3827 deaths were registered in London and in other large 
towns of the United Kingdom. The annual rate of mortality was 
27 per 1000 persons living. 

e annual rate of mortality last weck was 25 per 1000 in 
London, 30 in Edinburgh, and 25 in Dublin; 19 in Bristol, 22 in 
Birmingham, 25 in Liverpool, 32 in Manchester, $2 in Salford, 26 in 
Sheffield, 28 in Bradford, 26 in Leeds, 37 in Hull, 24 in Neweastle- 
on-Tyne, and 36 in Glasgow. 





WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 


Probate of the will of the Most Hon. Henry Weysford Chavles 
Plantagenet Rawdon Hastings, Marquis of Hastings; also described 
in the will as Baron Rawdon, Viscount Loudoun, and Earl of 
Moira, of Loudoun Castle, Ayrshize; Donnington Park, Leicester- 
shire; and Grosvenor Square, London, was grauted by her 
Majesty’s Court of Probate, on the 20th inst., to one of the 
executors and trustees therein appointed—namely, his Lordship’s 
stepfather, Admiral Hastings Reginald Yelverton, C.B., Naval 
Aide-de-Camp to the Queen, grandson of the late Duke of 
Leinster, and the husband of the testator’s mother, Barbara, in her 
own right Baroness Grey de Ruthyn, widow of the second Marquis 
of Hastings. The Admiral assumed the name of Yelverton in 
1849. Henry Padwick, Esq., of Manor House, Horsham, the other 
executor and trustee, had a power reserved to him to prove hereafter. 
The personal estate was sworn under £90,000. The testator has left 
to each of his executors a legacy of £1000, as a mark of rem>mbrance, 
The will is very brief; it was executed on June 17 last, and his 
Lordship died, at his town residence, on the 10th inst., aged twenty- 
six, having married, on July 16, 1864, Lady Florence Cecilia Page 
(born 1842), youngest daughter of the Marquis of Anglesey, but 
leaves no issue. His Lordship has bequeathed all his real and per- 
sonal estates over which he had a power of appointment, in Eng- 
land, Scotland, Ireland, and elsewhere, as well as all estates and 
property belonging to him in foreign countries, unto his executors 
and trustees, to realise all such real and personal estate, and apply 
the same in the first instance to the payment of his just and lawful 
debts, and the income arising from the residue to be paid to the 
Marchioness during her life or widowhood; and that, after her 
decease or second marriage, whichever event may first happen, 
to pay such income arising therefrom, together with all royalties 
from his mines, to his Lordship’s sister, Viscountess Marsham, 
for her life; and, after her decease, in such manner as she may 
appoint, amongst her children. His Lordship has given to the 
Marchioness all the jewels usually worn by her Ladyship, and all 
her paraphernalia. ie empowers his trustees to grant the usual 
mining leases on his estates, aml the persons made tenants for 
life are to be entitled to enjoy as incomes all benefits arising 
from the mines. The will is attested by Samuel J. Evans, groom 
of chambers, and William Boys, house steward to the Marquis. 





The will of George William Lenox, Esq., of 34, Portand-place, 
and of Yngs Augharrad, Pontypridd, Glamorganshire, was proved 
in Londen on the 5th inst., and the personalty sworn under £50,000; 
the executors and trustees appointed being Rosa Ross Lenox, the 
relict ; George Charles Lennox Lenox, the son; and Alexander De 
Castro Napoleon Wilkinson, Esq., the testator’s brother-in-law. 
The will ie dated Sept. 30, 1567, and the testator died Sept. 4, 1868. 
He directs that such of the jewels as are not given to his wife or 
son George be divided as his wife may think proper. He has left 
rings of the value of 10 gs, to several of his friends, and a legacy 
of £100 to each of his executors. He leaves to his wife out of the 
residue of his prope rty a life interest in £30,000, with disposition 
over £10,000. To each of his daughters and younger sons he leaves 
£5000. The residue he leaves to his wife and children in certain 
specified portions. He empowers his trustees to allow the property 
standing in the partnership business of chain-cable and anchor 
manufacturer to remain in the same investment. 


The will of the late Mrs. Louisa Plumley, of No. 35, 
square, W.C., was recently sworn in her Majesty’

SCENES OF THE GENERAL ELECTION. 
The great conilict of political parties, which has been waged so 
eagerly and energetically during the past fortnight in every city, 
borough, and county town of the United Kingdom has presented 
many animated scenes and incidents, a few of which are selected 
for the subjects of some of our Illustrations in the present Number 
of this Journal. 

The contests in North and South Lancashire have : 
perhaps, as large a share of public 
England, since it was known that 
on the immense territorial influence of the Earl of Derby, had 
chosen that county as their most advantageous battle-field ; 
while the leader of the Liberal party, Mr. Gladstone, would 
seek his re-clection in its new south-western division, a portion 
of the former division of South Lancashire, which he had repre- 
sented since 1865. In North Lancashire, on the other hand, a 
member of the late Administration of Lord Russell—namely, the 
Marguis of Hartington, eldest son to the Duke of Devonshire, who 
is a great landowner in that part of the county, was opposed by 
Colonel Wilson-Patten, late Chancellor of the Duchy of tat 
but now Chief Secretary to the Government of Ireland in Mr. 
Disreeli’s Administration, with whom was associate] Captain 
Frederick Stanley, a younger son of Lord Derby ; so that the rival 
interests of local proprietorship, as well as those of party, were 
fairly set against each other on this oocasion. 

The nomination for South-West Lancashire had been preceded 
by frequent meetings and speeches by the candidates in all the 
towns and suburban districts within twenty miles of Liverpool. It 
was held on Saturday ; not at the place where the South Lancashire 
nominations used to be held—the village of Newton-le- Willows, 
half way between Manchester and Live l—but in the town of 
Liverpool, in front of St. George’s Hall, directly opposite the Lime- 
street terminus of the London and North-Western Railway. Here a 
substantial and commodious wooden hustings had been erected upon 
the broad stone steps which give access to the hall and the assize 
ccuris, The central compartment was occupied by the HighSheriff of 
Lancashire, Legendre Nicholas Starkie, Esq., with the four car- 
didates, their proposers and seconders. The north compartment, to 
his left hand, was filled with gentlemen of the Conservative party, 
accompanied by a very few ladies; and the south compartment was 
filled with the Libera The only entrance to the hustings was 
from St. George's Hall. A large raised platform, with table and 
chairs, stood in front of the hustings, for the accommodation of the 
reporters. The space beyond was partitioned by etrong barriers 
into several inclosures, in order to separate the hostile masses of 
people from each other and to prevent them from approaching 
too close to the hustings. A large body of the borough 
police, under Major Greig, C.B., their commanding officer, 
prevented any outbreak of violence ; but the tumultuous behaviour 
of both parties, with the incessant noise and clamour by which 
Mr. Gladstone's voice was overwhelined ; and the constant repeti- 
tion of insulting cries and gestures, instigated by some of his 
opponents on the hustings, showed the bad manners of the 
Liverpool population. A prodigious din of howling, hissing, and 
yelling wos kept up most of the time. The weather was cold, 
rainy, and gloomy, with a sharp north-east wind and driving 
showers. wr.

The High Sheriff having opened 
the proceedings in due form, the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Charles Turner was made by 
the Right Hon. Colonel Wilson-Patten, 
.P. for North Lancashire, and seconded 
. G. Greenall, of Warrington. Mr. 
Heywood next proposed, and Mr. 
Holbrook Gaskell seconded, the nomi- 
nation of the Right Hon. William Ewart 
Gladstone. The third candidate, Mr. 
Richard Assheton Cross, was proposed by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Blackburne and se- 
conded by Mr. J. A. Tinne. The nomi- 
nation of Mr. Henry Riversdale Grenfell, 
late M.P. for Stoke-cn-Trent, who was 
joined with Mr. Gladstone as the second 
Liberal candidate, was lastly proposed 
by Mr. J. C. Ewart, formerly M.P. 
for Liverpool, and seconded by Major 
Pilkington, of St. Helen’s. The four can- 
didates, Mr. Turner, Mr. Gladstone, Mr. 
Cross, and Mr. Grenfell, spoke one after 
another, the High Sheriff then called for 
a show of hands, which was declared to be 
in favour of Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Cross, 
igh many of the Liberals on the hustings 
of opinion that it was really in favour 
ladstone and Grenfell. A poll was, 
however, demanded by Mr. Grenfell and 
Mr. Turner, and was fixed to be taken on 
Tuesday last. A vote of thanks to the 
High Sheriff was moved by Mr. Turner 
and seconded by Mr. Gladstone, and th« 
business of the day wasdone. The polling, 
on Tuesday, took place in thirteen several 
districts, Leigh, Newton, Ormskirk, St, 
Helen’s, Southport, Warrington, Wigan. 
Liverpool, Everton, Kirkdale, Toxteth Park 
West Derby, and the Out-townships, having 
an aggregate register of above 19,000 
electors. Mr. Gladstone was at the head 
of the poll, and Mr, Grenfell second, during 
the first two hours; but, at eleven o’clock, 
Mr. Turner passed above Mr. Grenfell; at 
noon, Mr. Cross was second, and Mr. 
Grenfell was last; but Mr. Gladstone was 
still at the head, being 180 above his nearest 
opponent. Mr. Cross, however, gained 
rapidly upon him, heading the poll at one 
o'clock, with 332 majority; at two o’clock 
Mr. Turner was second, while Mr. Gladstone 
stood third, and so it remained till the close 
of the poll, at four o’clock, when the final 
return was, Cross, 7750; Turner, 7714; 
Gladstone, 7461; Grenfell, 7010. Messrs. 
Cross and Turner were therefore returned. 
The re-election of the Prime Minister as 
one of the three members for Buckingham- 
shire, was not opposed, That county being 
one of those constituencies to which the 
principle of the representation of the 
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minority is applied by the Reform Act of 
1867, each individual elector voting for two 
only of the three members to be returned, 
the Liberal party, who form a minority of 
the Buckinghamshire electors, were enabled 
to have a representative of their own, in 
the person of Mr. N. G. Lambert, taking 
the place of Sir R. J. Harvey, one of the 
late members, who retires; the other 
members being the Right Hon. Benjamin 
Disraeli and Mr. C. G. Du Pré. Their 
nomination tvok place on Thursday 
week at the County Hall, Aylesbury, 
at eleven o'clock. The hall was crowded, 
and the galleries, usually allotted to the 

nd jury and petty jury in the Sessions’ 
Jourt, were now filled with ladies. The 
High Sheriff, J. Carson, Esq., presided. 
Sir R. P. Harvey, who has just been made 
a Baronet, proposed Mr. Du Pré, and Mr. 

Barnard seconded the nomination. Mr. 
Disraeli was proposed by Captain Fremantle 
and seconded by Mr. P. Dauncey. Mr. F. 
Calvert then proposed and Mr. J. Nash 
seconded the Liberal candidate, Mr. N. 
Lambert. As no others were proposed, the 
High Sheriff declared these three duly 
elected. Mr. Du Pré having first addressed 
the electors, Mr. Disraeli delivered a speech, 
which has been reported elsewhere. He 
was followed by Mr. Lambert, and a vote 
of thanks to the High Sheriff closed the 
proceedings. An Illustration of the scene 
while Mr. Disraeli was speaking appears on 
another page.

The Elections are virtually over, and the Opposition have 
obtained an overwhelming majority. Whether this will 
number 120, or a few more or less, is of small consequence. 
The Liberals have a force which will enable them at once to 
remove the Government from office, and the chief portion of 
them go in pledged to do so. The Conservatives must, for 
the time, accept defeat, and we have no doubt that it will be 
accepted in the old and graceful English fashion. The battle 
has been fought out in thorough and honourable earnest, there 
have been no sham issues raised, and the result is a Par- 
liament in which many of us would have been glad to see 
several valuable men who have lost their seats, but in which 
no candid man, be his politics what they may, will say that 
there are half a dozen persons whose return is not creditable to 
the nation. 

The Conservatives are beaten, as far as nambers are con- 
cerned; and the verdict of the majority of the electors is 
clearly in favour of the policy upon whi¢h Mr. Gladstone 
called for fight. But though the Government are defeated, 
England, as ever, has shown herself Conservative in the best 
sense of the word. The roll of the new Parliament is a 
guarantee against “ the falsehood of extremss,"" Wealth, rank, 
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national interests ; and 
even amid the wild language of clectioneering orations we | 
have been unable to see that any succe contul candidate has so 
far misunderstood the feelings of the country as to venture a 
hint at unconstitutional or unjust legi:lation. Not a man in 
the new House will raise his voice in favour of making or 
iultering our old laws for the sake of pleasing a class, no 
mattcy how numerous; and those who half frightened 
themselves with the idea that a democratic Parliament 
would mean in England what it has meant in other 
countries must now be glad to forget that they knew 
so little of their fellow-citizens. The natural leaders of 
parties lead those parties again ; and the readiness with which 
the humbler electors have accepted the old leading, and their 
refusal to endeavour to substitute for it men who were sup- 
posed to have their trust, is surely a noble sign. That a large 
proportion of the new Parliament is composed of men who 
will be content to do their duty conscientiously, without seek- 
ing more notoriety than attends such work, is certain, and a 
very good thing it is that they should be so; but there is no 
absence of men who are qualified to steer the ship. We 
write more impartially than a large number of persons, 
flushed and panting from the struggle, radiant with success, 
or angry at failure, will as yet care to speak ; but we are only 
a little in advance of national feeling, and before many weeks 
our words will be those of most honest Englishmen. 

We do not desire to speak of the mere passions of an 
election; but the historian who omits to take account of 
human passions is no philosopher. Let us fall into the talk 
of the hour, then, to the extent of saying that the Conserva- 
tives have not only fought the fight gallantly, but have had 
some signal “revenges’’ for signal defeats. We spoke last 
week of several of the Liberal notables who have been put 
out, and we have now to add to the list the greatest name of 
all. For the moment, partisanship exults that the Leader of 
the Liberals has been driven from his seat in Lancashire and 
compelled to accept one for a new borough by the bank of the 
Thames. Lancashire reaction completed its triumphs by the 
defeat of Mr. Gladstone, but will probably not refuse to 
some time hence, that the only glory of the affair was 
ts affording a proof of great zealand admirable discipline.

But when the natural excitement of such a 
struggle shall be over, it may be permitted to thoughtful 
people to say that the time for talking about revenges has 
gone by, that the situation must be accepted, and that we 
must all address ourselves to work in a spirit of which con- 
ciliation must be no small element. 

For it is manifest, as we have said, that it is the will of the 
people of England that there shall be no extremes; and 
public opinion will impose a strong and a stern check upon 
any party which shall forget that Parliament meets not for 
mere party conflict but for higher purposes. We have on a 
previous occasion expressed our conviction that when the im- 
mediate grapple for place shall be over—and if it be con- 
venient to forget that a desire for place had a great deal to 
do with the upstirring of the fray, forget it by all means, but 
facts must remain on record—there must be no violent or 
high-handed attempt at legislation. What is tobe done must 
be done in the spirit of Parliaments, not of hustings. There 
may be a large numerical majority on one side, but on the 
other there is an enormous representation of public opinion 
of the most respectable kind. Many of the elections have 
been won by numbers so slightly in advance of those by which 
they have been lost that opinion in those places must be held 
to be equally divided ; and, though a Constitutional English- 
man is ever ready to submit to a decision on the terms of 
Parliamentary warfare, a statesman must be equally ready to

In February, 1867, a debate took place in the House of Lords on a 
petition presented on behalf of Mr. Rigby Wason praying for an 
investigation of certain charges brought by him against Chief Baron 
Kelly. Lord Chelmsford, in defending the conduct of the Chief 
Baron, strongly condemned the course which had been pursued by 
Mr. Wason ; and for printing a report of the debate, and a leading 
article commenting thereon, Mr. Wason prosecuted the publishe: 
of the Times for libel. Chief Justice Cockburn directed ‘the jury 
that, if the report was accurate and faithful, and the article a fair 
comment on a topic of public interest, the action could not be sus- 
ta ned. The full Court has now unanimously confirmed this de- 
cision. The main question, as pointed out by the Chief Justice, 
was whether a report in a public newspaper of a debate in either 
House of Parliament, containing matter disparaging to the cha- 
racter of an individual which had been spoken in debate, was 
actionable at the suit of the party whose character was called in 
question. They were of opinion that it was not.

Judgment was given on Thursday week, in the Court of Common 
Plear, in the case of “ Baxter y. Langley,’’ an action tried in a 
previous term to decide whether certain “ entertainments ’’ which 
took place on Sunday evenings in St. Martin’s Hall were or were 
not violations of the Act of Parliament 21 Geo. III., cap. 49, and 
desecrations of the Lord’s Day. The Court decided that what took 
place at St. Martin’s Hall were religious services, and that there- 
fore they did not come within the statute.

The prisoner was married to his first 
wife in Norfolk, in the year 1849; but he seemed to have left her 
shortly afterwards, and they never appear subsequently to have 
come into communication. In 1865 the prisoner became acquainted 
with a respectable young woman named Sarah Anne Hoy, and, upon 
the representation that he was a single man, they were married 
in May, 1866. The prisoner was taken into 
Norwich, which was his native place, and when he was 
told the charge against him he said that he had not seen 
his firet wife for eleven years, and believed she was dead, and he 
wished she was. He also said that she had been guilty of adultery, 
and he considered that she had no further claim upon him. The 
prisoner made the same defence before the magistrate. It appeared 
that the prisoner had treated his second wife very kindly; and, 
although her friends had felt it their duty to institute the present 
prosecution, she exhibited a good deal of attachment for the prisoner, 
and gave her evidence very unwillingly against him. Mr. Daly, 
for the defence, contended that, under the circumstances, they 
might fairly come to the conclusion that, when the prisoner con- 
tracted the second marriage, he really believed that his first wife 
was dead.

The death of the famous Italian 
composer, Gioacchino Antonio 
Rossini, which took place on 
Friday, the 13th inst., at his 
Paris residence in the Rue de la 
Chaussée d’Antin, was recorded 
last week, with a brief notice of 
his career. A few biographical 
particulars may here accompany 
the portrait of this eminent mu- 
sical genius, who was so popular 
throughout Europe in the time of 
his activity, and whose works still 
afford so much pleasure. 

He was born in 1792, on Feb. 
29, so that he had a leap-year 
birthday, only once in four years ; 
and this became an annual joke 
between him and his familiar 
friends, who pleasantly affected 
to regard him as a young fellow 
of eighteen or nineteen, when his 
real age was seventy-two or 
seventy-six. His native place 
was Pesaro, a town of Romagna, 
which belonged till 1859 to the 
Papal States, but is now in the 
kingdom of Italy. His father 
and mother were both members 
of a theatrical company; the 
former played the horn in the 
orchestra, and the latter sang 
upon the stage. The future com- 
poser, when a child, played second 
horn to his father; but his fine 
voice was noticed, and he was 
engaged as a treble in the choir 
of a church at Bologna. When his 
voice changed, as he grew up, he 
was placed in the Lyceum of that 
city, as a student of music, 
under Professor Mattei. His 
first composition, while still a 
boy, was a symphony, with a 
cantata, entitled ‘Il Pianto di 
Armonia’’—the Lament of Har- 
mony. He was but eighteen 
years old when his first known 
opera, ‘‘ La Cambiale di Matri- 
monio,’’ a little piece in one act, 
was performed, thanks to the 
influence of some friends, at the 
Theatre of San Mosé, at Venice, 
in 1810. His second production, 
of the same buffo kind, performed 
at Bologna, was ‘“ L’ Equivoco 
Stravagante,’’ which was a 
failure ; but, by way 
compensation, * Demetrio e 
Polibio,’’"—said to have been 
written in 1809, and thus really 
his first opera—was received 
with some degree of favour at 
Rome. The encouragement 
afforded by this success made 
the following year, 1812, one of 
extreme activity for the youthful 
composer. He dashed off no 
fewer than five operas for the 
Roman, Milanese, Venetian, and 
Ferrarese theatres; but only one 
of ther, ‘“‘L’Inganno Felice,’ 
is now remembered, although all 
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gave good promise for the future. 
n = the promise was amply 


The opera which first made him 
famous was “‘ Tancredi,’’ brought 
out during the Carnival of Venice 
at the Teatro Fenice, in 1813; and 
this was followed, some months 
later, by “‘L’ Italiana in Algeri,’’ 
at the Teatro San Benedetto, in 
the same city, and with a success 
in no da inferior. By these 
two works the young com 
had shown hi equally a 
master of opera seria and opera 
buffa. His style too, was now 
thoroughly matured, and what 
has ever since been recognised as 
the school of Rossini may be said 
from that moment to have declared 
itself. The reputation he thus 
obtained was hardly sustained by 
his next opera, ‘* Aureliano in 
Palmyra,’’ performed at Milan in 
1814; but it was, if possible, in- 
creased by “‘Il Turco in Italia,’’ 
in the autumn of the same year. 
This was followed by an opera 
seria, entitled ‘ Sigismondo ”’ 
(Venice, 1815), of which nothing, 
except an air (afterwards intro- 
duced by Madame Pasta in an- 
other work), has survived. Next 
came ** Elizabetta Regina 
d’Inghilterra’’ (Naples, 18165), 
which contains some of Rossini’s 
best music, This had an 
enormous success, and is especiall 
remembered as the opera in which 
Rossini first set the example of 
writing his own ornaments and 
** fioriture,’’ which previously, in 
accordance with long custom, 
used to be either prepared or ex- 
temporised by the singers them- 
selves. The overture, borrowed 
from “‘ Aureliano in Palmyra,”’ is 
the same now invariably performed 
before ‘‘Il Barbiere di Siviglia,’’ 
the original overture to which 
last is now never played. Among 
the singers in “‘ Elizabetta’’ were 
Manuel Garcia, the famous 
Spanish tenor, father of Malibran, 
and Isabella Colbrand, who after- 
wards became Rossini’s wife. 
The San Carlo, where it was 
produced, was at that time con- 
sidered the first lyric theatre of 
Italy. ‘‘Elisabetta’’ was fol- 
lowed by “‘ Torvaldo e Dorliska’’ 
(Rome, 1815), an opera seria, 
which failed, and by “Il Barbiere 
di Siviglia’’ (Rome, 1816), an 
opera buffa, which was hopelessly 
condemned on the first night, but 
now, more than half a century 
later, is perhaps the most popular 
of all operas except Mozart's 
**Don Giovanni."’ The history of 
**Il Barbiere’’ and its first per- 
formance (when not a note of the 
second act could be heard, in 
consequence of the turbulent op-

Rossini’ s first wife, Isabella Colbrand, had died at Bologna in 1845, 
and two years later he married Mdlle. Olympe Pélissier, his second. 
His management at the Opéra Italien had not improved his 
financial position; though at his marriage with his first wife, from 
whom he afterwards separated, he was in circumstances of com- 
parative ease and ay An annual salary of £800 a year was

= him by Charles under the title of.Director-General of 
Yocal Music in France; and at the Revolution this income took 
the shape of a pension of £240, in accordance with a Royal en- 


—— which the Revolutionary Government honoured itself by 
filling. He spent several years at Passy, in retirement and 
economy, or even parsimony ; returning in 1836 to Bologna, where 
he had in the meantime filled his residence with all the most 
on appliances of living. He now professed dislike to 
work and disregard for fame, and, in spite of many solicitations, 
he refused to write for the stage. Only, in 1841, he gave to the 
world the —— sacred dramatic music of the Crucifixion— 
the “‘ Stabat Mater’’—which he had written several years before. 
From 1836 to 1847 he lived in retirement at Bologna, occupying 
himself with agriculture and painting, and employing some of his 
leisure in teaching Alboni, then a promising young girl, to sing. 
Thence he moved to Florence; and in 1855, his health being muc 

impaired, quitted Florence for Paris. He remained in France till 
the end of his life, dwelling during the summer in a villa he had 
built for himself at Passy, and during the winter in apartments in 
a house at the corner of the Rue de la Chaussée d’Antin. At Paris, 
where, after a time, his health was completely restored, he was the 
object of attention and solicitude from high and low, being sought

out and courted, not merely on account of his fame as a composer, 
but for his wit, his humour, his am‘ability, and his jovial good 
nature. 

The funeral of Rossini took place on Saturday, at noon, in the 
Church of La Trinité, one of the prettiest new churches in Paris, a 
building in the modern Gothic style, beautifully proportioned, and 
decorated with graceful frescoes and with stained-glass windows. 
Great interest was felt by all classes of the Parisians in the cere- 
mony on this occasion. It required a large military and police 
force to clear the way for the funeral procession from the Madeleine 
to the Trinité, and to prevent the populace from blocking up the 
egugeeceen to the last-mentioned church. On the foot pavement 
of the Chaussée d’ Antin, and in those parts of the Rue St. Lazare 
and the Rue de Clichy which afford even a distant view of the 
Trinité, closely-packed crowds of the humbler classes stood 

tiently within the limits assigned to them, and not only waited 

ong to see the coffin carried into the church, but kept their stand- 
ing-ground till it came out again, two hours later. The Illustration 
on page 525 gives a view of the scene in front of the church. The 
procession is headed by a guard of honour of the 51st Regiment of 
the Line, with drums, and the band of the National Guard. A 
deputation of Italian gentlemen, led by Count Mamiani, of Pesaro, 
walks before the mourning carriage which conveys the officiating 
clergy, and which is immediately followed by the hearse, simply 
arranged, without much decoration. The ceremony within the 
church may form the subject of another Engraving in our next. 
The ‘o-— we have now engraved is taken from a photograph 
by M. E. Desmaisons, near the Pont Neuf, at Paris.

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THE CHAMPIONSHIP RACE ON THE THAMES. 
The sculling-race, on Tuesday week, between Henry Kelley, late 
champion of the Thames, and James Renforth, a T yneside 
man, was described in our last weekly commentary on “ National 
Sports.’”’ The Illustration we now give shows the start from 
Putney, about a quarter past three o'clock in the afternoon. The 
view is taken from the Surrey side, near the Star and Garter, 
looking across the river to Saher. The sculler nearest to the 
spectator is Kelley; and Renforth, who had won the choice of sides 
in the toss-up, is nearest to the Middlesex shore. Each is bending 
to his first stroke before darting up the river towards their goal, at 
Mortlake. The rival scullers had been held at a precise level by 
men stationed in the two boats just astern of them, which are seen 
n our Illustration, as well as the eight-oared boat of the umpire, 
Mr. J. Ireland. Our readers are, of course, aware that Renforth 
won the race by four or five lengths, performing the distance in 
22 min. 35sec, the t j 
eventh year of his age, and weighing 11 st. 41b. ; while Kelley is 
thirty-seven years old, and weighs 10st. 71b. The weather on the 
day of their race was cloudy and dull, but not unfavourable to 
wing, with a gentle breeze from the east, blowing aslant Putney 
Reach, but not strong enough to hinder the work. There was a 
very strong flood tide ranning up, which accounts for the extremely 
short time it required to get over the course. 


THE PIRATES OF THE PERSIAN GULF. 


It has been mentioned that some time in the last year the chiefs of 
the islands of Bahrein and the powerful chief of Abothabee, on the 
Arabian coast of the Persian Gulf, committed several acts of piracy 
on a large scale, and otherwise violated the provisions of the mari- 
time truce.

that month. Colonel Lewis Kelly, the British Political Resident in 
the Persian Gulf, hoisted his flag on coard the Sind. On arriving 
at Bahrein it was found that one of the native rulers, named 
Mahomed Ben Khalifco, who for years has tyrannised over his 
people, had fled. 
to meet the Resident, and, after some negotiations, it was determined 
to recognise Ali as chief. 
give a salutary warning to other turbulent chiefs, it was arranged 
that the deposed chief's fort, on the smaller of the two islands, 
should be destroyed. 

Accordingly, on Sept. 7, the gun-boats Hugh Rose and Clyde, 
with two rocket-boats from the Vigilant, steamed up the intricate 
channel leading to Fort Mubarik, which had hitherto been con- 
sidered one of the pirates’ most secure retreats, and anchored within 
three hundred yards’ range. Close under the walls were drawn up 
three war dhows known as the fastest vessels in the Gulf. They 
were attacked by the Vigilant’s boats with rockets, while the 
10-inch guns of the gun-boats pounded the towers of the fort, which 
by three o'clock in the afternoon was a heap of ruins. Parties then 
landed to finish the destruction of all the woodwork, flagstaff, gate, 
and other portions of the fort; while others spiked the guns and 
rendered them unserviceable, twelve of which guns were mounted in 
front of the fort. The dhows were then set fire to, and all our men 
returned on board. 

We have to thank Captain Sidney Smith, Assistant Pelitical 
Resident in the Persian Gulf, for the two Sketches we have en- 
graved. The first shows the whole squadron approaching the low 
sandy islands of Bahrein. The Clyde and two Arab vessels or 
dhows filled with coal are in tow of H.M.S. Vigilant; while the 
Sinde brings along the Hugh Rose. A few pearl-fishing boats, of 
which there were many hundreds, are seen at work on the pearl 
oyster banks to the left hand. On the shore grow a few clumps of 
palm-trees. The second sketch represents the burning of the pirate 
chows. 

Not the least gratifying featur 
tions was the approbation of the peaccable inhabitants, who, in fact, 
hailed the British ships as their deliverers from the oppression and 
cruelty of their late ruler. Of course, great care was taken to 
respect private property, and that the people should not be harmed. 
The Clyde was left at Bahrcin to support the new chief, and 
the rest of the squadron went round to several other places 
on the coast. At Aboo Kabee, certain terms were offered to 
the chief, with the alternative, in case of refusal, of a bo.abardment 
of his fort. The ships, having got within 1000 yards’ range, were 
all ready for action, when the chief came off to the Resident to say 
he would pay the fine demanded from him as compensation for the 
losses he had caused. He ran the matter very close, not giving in 
until within one hour of the twenty-four given him to consider in 
elapsing.

The squadron then broke up, 
and H.M.S. Vigilant returned to Bombay. The heat during these 
operations was terrific, sometimes reaching 104 deg. under double 
awnings on deck; but all hands worked with a will, and there was 
but little sickness.

He gave the horses 
two feeds of corn and a feed of cut potatoes and straw each day. 
He used the potatoes fresh, and he might mention that the 
American globes, a very productive variety; but he would not 
give his cattle potatoes and straw at this season of the year. 
Another speaker bore his testimony as to having used potatoes 
retty considerably. ‘‘ Small potatoes he gave to cattle, sheep, and 
orses. They helped very well, indeed, if used judiciously. The 
potatoes for cattle ought to be pulped or sliced, and given in small 
quantities at a time. If given in large quantities they caused 
swelling, but if they did not give toc many of them they would 
find the cattle graze well after them. In using potatoes, they had 
to consider that they were, perhaps, two or three times as nutritious 
as turnips, and if the animals got as many potatoes as turnips they 
would not thrive well, nor eat grass after them. He thought they 
should not force potatoes into the market in the meantime. They 
would find that potatoes at 50s. a ton were as cheap food as any 
cakes they could get. He had a large quantity of potatoes, and he 
intended to keep them unless the prices rose.”’

THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES 
AT COMPIEGNE., 
Compr1zeGnz, Nov. 21. 

When the Prince and Princess of Wales alighted at the Hétel 
Bristol, in the Place Vendéme, they evidently had no inten- 
tion of paying a visit to the Emperor and Empress at Compiégne. 
The short stay which they contemplated making in the French 
capital was to have been devoted to showing the Princess some of 
its principal sights. No sooner, however, did the Emperor hear of 
their arrival than he dispatched them a pressing invitation, which 
he followed up by sending General Fleury to wait upon the Prince, 
from whom he was, indeed, to take no refusal. It was only on the 
afternoon of Thursday that the visit was decided on; and at a 
quarter to ten on Friday morning the Prince and Princess, accom- 

nied by Lord Lyons and attended by a small suite, left Paris for 

ompiégne, by special train. Shortly before eleven o'clock the 
Emperor drove to the station to meet his guests, whom he con- 
ducted to the chateau, in front of which but few persons were 
assembled to see them arrive. The Empress received the Prince and 
Princess at the foot of the grand staircase; and, after partaking of 
déjeiner, the entire party assembled at the chateau proceeded, in 
phaetons, pony carriages, and char-ad-bancs, to a grand stag-hunt, 
in the forest. 

The place of rendezvous was the Carrefour d’ Antin, near Vieux- 
Moulin and Mont St. Marc—a good five miles distant from the 
chateau. The drive there was through wide avenues of leafless 
trees, over a hard frosty road the greater part of the way, and on 
soft green turf thickly strewn with withered leaves the remaining 
distance. In the little woodland dells we came across old women 
bent double beneath loads of faggots heavy enough to break the 
back of the stoutest Irish porter, and at the different cross roads in 
the forest a couple of mounted gendarmes, in long cloaks and big 
bearskins, were commonly encountered. About half a mile from 
where the meet was to be held, we were overtaken by an open car- 
riage and four, conducted by postillions in the Imperial green and 
gold, with heavy jack-boots, and their long powdered hair 
a catogan. In this carriage were the young Prince Imperial and 
his ¢euyer, both in grand costume de chasse—that is, in three- 
cornered laced cocked hats, green surtouts turned up with scarlet 
and covered with gold lace, buckskins, tall jack-boots and spurs, 
and with large hunting-knives slung in belts at their sides. The 
carriage halted in a little green recess, where a couple of grooms 
belonging to the Imperial stables were waiting with the Prince's 
cream-colour pony and the roan on which his squire was 
The pair were soon mounted and cantering off to 


forest where no less than eleven different roads meet. Here some 
300 or 400 people were already assembled, a score or so on horse- 
back, bent upon following the hounds, the rest in carriages or on 
foot, the latter being chiefly villagers from the country round. 
Mounted gendarmes kept the space clear, in the centre of which 
were the gardes des chiens in charge of the pack, Imperial 
huntsmen in green and gold liveries, with their large curling horns 
entwined around their bodies after the fashion, as has been suc- 
gested, of the serpents in the famous Laocoon group, grooms in 
charge of some of the best horses belonging to the Imperial stud, 
and certain privileged horsemen mounted on thoroughbreds and 
crack hacks, including several of the guests at the chateau in 
gorgeous hunting suits of Imperial green and gold, some few 
officers of the garrison, sportsmen down from Paris by the early 
express or from the neighbourhood of Compitgne, and one or two 
scarlet coats from the other side of the Channel. 

Suddenly the loud crack of postillions’ whips, followed by the 
rustling of dead leaves beneath the horses’ hoofs and the jingling 
of scores of little bells attached to their collars, was heard, and from 
out of one of the mde avenues of the forest emerged the Imperial 
cortége, comprising vehicles of various kinds, from the little 
phaeton of the Empress to the large char-a-bancs conveying the 
gentlemen of the hunt. The carriages are driven into the centre 
of the Carrefour; the Emperor dismounts and chats with the 
Princess of Wales, who is seated in the Empress’s phaeton, while 
the Prince of Wales, in a scarlet, buckskin, and top boots, 
mounts Marignan, one of General Fleury’s thoroughbreds. As 
soon as the remainder of the party are duly mounted, they all 
ride off, with the Prince at their head, guided by the Grand 
Veneur, down one of the grassy avenues of the forest leading 
to the Carrefour du Capitaine, where the stag is to be started, 
the Empress and the Princess of Wales following in one carriage, 
and the Emperor, the Turkish Ambassador, and numerous ladies 
and gentlemen in others. In the course of the run several stags, 
it seems, were startéd, but none were brought down—one that 


| was rather hard pressed made across a long strip of frozen water 


and the dogs lost the scent. At the turn of a road, a deer 
rushing past brushed up against the Prince’s horse, and capsized, 
it was reported, both it and ite rider. If this were the case, the 
Prince would seem not to have been particularly hurt. 

No stag having been killed, it was thought there would 
be no curée in the evening, in the courtyard of the chateau. 
This proved, however, to be a mistake. Precisely at half-past eight 
o’ clock, while a large crowd was gathered on the “‘ place’’ fronting 
the palace, which was brilliantly lighted up on all sides, a couple 
of huntsmen proceeded to wheel the head, skin, and entrails of a 
stag into the court. These were duly deposited at the foot of the 

erron, and a few minutes afterwards came a long procession of 
‘enteeen holding their large curling horns above their heads as 
they made their way with difficulty through the crowd. The 
moment the last of these had entered the court a signal was given 
for the public to be admitted. A few soldiers kept the line on 
each side, along which no less than thirty-two gigantic Imperial 
footmen in green, scarlet, and gold liveries, and large laced cocked 
hats, proceeded to range themselves, each with a long flaming torch 
in hishand. The deer-hounds are now brought in, and commence 
baying in most unmelodious strains. Scenting the deer, they 
endeavour to bound forward, but are held back for atime. At 
length the horns sound a lively hun tune, the dogs are un- 
leashed, and come rushing on in a maddening state of excite- 
ment. At the sight of the raised whip of the Grand Veneur, 
however, they suddenly check themselves in their advance, Mean- 
while the windows of the chateau leading on to the balcony are 
thrown open, and the Emperor and Em with the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, and other less illustrious guests, step out and 
contemplate the exciting scene below. The horns now sound 
again; the dogs are driven back after the lapse of a few 
minutes, are again suffered to advance close to the remains of the 
stag. e huntsman’s raised whip, however, warns them not to 
approach a single step nearer; and, baffled for the second time, 
they find themselves forced to retreat.

loaded guns handed to them. In less than an hour the 
keepers had deposited within the inclosed circle set apart 
for the na of the dead game a goodly number of 
pheasants and several hundred rabbits, and a score or so of hares. 
The grand battue, however, did not take place till half-past two 
o'clock, when the pheasants rose and fell at the rate of twenty a 
minute. As bird after bird rose shots were instantly fired, and if 
anyone missed his mark, a few yards distant, one of his neighbours 
was almost certain to bring the bird down. Now and then a 
ae mp 9 escaped and flew beyond the reach of the guns over the 
1eads of the spectators congregated, round three sides of the circle, 
on foot, on horseback, and in carriages, where the dead game was 
laid out in rows of a hundred each, and where numerous gardes de 
chasse were warming themselves at a couple of large blazing fires.

wideawake, joined him from another part of the preserves. The 
Princess of Wales now drove the Empress in the same direction, and 
other ladies and gentlemen followed, till a considerable group was 
formed, when no doubt compliments were exchanged respecting the 
prowess displayed. And the result was not inconsiderable. In 
two hours and a half twenty guns brought down nearly 1500 head 
of game, including rabbits. At the conclusion of the sport some 
few of the party partook of refreshments, served to them at a little 
table in the open air by bare-headed lacqueys, at the conclusion of 
which a signal was given and an opening made through the crowd, 
when a carriage advanced, containing the Emperor and the Prince 
of Wales. Following this came the Empress’s basket-carriage, 
driven by the Princess of Wales, who looked perfectly charming in 
her toilette of velvet and fur; next came a carriage in which were 
seated Princess Achille Murat and the Duchess de Mouchy; and, 
last of all, a carriage containing the Turkish Ambassador and some 
other digni unknown. The four vehicles were driven off ata 
quick rate in the direction of the chateau, and in little more than 
an hour afterwards the Prince and Princess were seated in one of 
the Imperial railway carriages, taking leave of the Emperor and 
Empress,who had accompanied them to the Compiégne station. 





NATIONAL SPORTS. 

The racing season of 1868 is over at last, and Newmarket is amusing 
itself with polling and coursing, while Wild Oats merely trots 
about; and trainers, except when their horses are wanted for very 
early spring engagements, devote themselves almost entirely to the 
yearlings’ education. The racing men stuck on at their sport until 
Nov. 20, and then Kenyon wound up the season at Warwick by 
winning the Innkeepers’ Plate on Skirmish ; and Adam Bede, the 
‘‘ gallant grey,’ was sixth and last. There were all kinds of races 
during the week. Twenty-five went for a half-mile scud, and the 
Admiral won a match with Hopeless, “‘the winner to take the 
loser.’’ As ill luck would have it, Jeffrey, ‘‘the new star in the 
silk-jacket world,’’ who stands third on the list, with 317 mounts 
and 86 wins, was carried over the rails by Sister to Veda, and had 
his collar broken by falling under her. Butler has won 79 out of 391 
mounts; Cameron, 58 out of 322; Cannon, 51 out of 219; Challoner, 
38 out of 216; Covey, 29 out of 206; Daley, 43 out of 164; Fordham, 
111 out of 304; F. French, 43 out of 162; J. Goater, 12 out of 102; 
Grimshaw, 13 out of 79; Hudson, 40 out of 263; Jeffrey, 86 out of 
317; Kenyon, 110 out of 429; Maidment, 36 out of 207; Mordan, 
50 out of 318; J. Osborne, 34 out of 119; Parry, 33 out of 117; 
Snowden, 30 out of 135; Wells, 6 out of 25; Wilson, 26 out of 219; 
Wyatt, 30 out of 228; Morris, 9 out of vl; and T. Mann, 9 out of 
65. Hence it would seem that Kenyon has the largest number of 
mounts, and Fordham the most wins. Wells, Challoner, and 
Fordham won the three ‘‘ribbons’’ of the year. Considering the 
number of mounts he has had, many of them on first favourites, 
Butler’s success has been but very poor. 

The Peer and thirteen other racehorses and untried yearlings of 
Lord Stamford’s are for sale by private contract at Enville, under 
Lord Exeter’s conditions. .The advertisement states that ‘‘ the 
prices fixed are low and beneath their value; ’’ but it seems that

FINE ARTS. 
SOCIETY OF PAINTERS IN WATER COLOURS. 


The present display in Pall-mall East is more attractive than its 
recent winter predecessors; though whether this attractiveness is 
gained at the expense of the next and principal exhibition of the 
year remains to be seen. It is, however, not a promising indication 
to again find so many finished drawings instead of the genuine 
“sketches and studies,’’ of which the collection professes to con- 
sist—a profession which, if faithfully observed, would render the 
exhibition one of peculiar interest. As we apprehended would prove 
the case, from the first establishment of these winter shows a pro- | 
gressive falling off in the summer gathering has unquestionably been | 
perceptible, and a fear of this result has been shared, we believe, by 
some of the contributors themselves. Possibly on this account, 
several of the leading members, including Messrs. Topham, Burton, 
Palmer, and George and Alfred Fripp, abstain from exhibiting on 
this occasion ; whilst Mr. 8. Read and some others are very slen- 
derly represented. Another source of disunion is rumoured to have 
arisen in a perverse spirit of partisanship adverse to the just claims 
of the older associates. Whatever ground there may be for such 
surmises, certain it is that while the constitution of the society 
remains so narrow it can ill afford to endanger its prestige 
in the face of the formidable competition it has evoked on all 


sides. Without wishing to depreciate this particular body 
of painters in the slightest degree, it would probably be salutary 


both for its members and the public to revise the too-common esti- 
mate of water-colour art in this country. That a superficial 
attractiveness, due rather to extrinsic qualities in the material than 
to intrinsic excellence; that fashion, developing a demand for a 
time greatly in advance of the supply, and thus forcing (aided by 
dealers’ operations) prices out of all proportion to real or relative 
value; that amateur enthusiasm for those slighter charms which do 
not rise too far above the level of its comprehension; and that the 
immeasured hd, in respect to oil painting, intensely unjust eulogia 
of equally amateur critics, ever following instead of leading the 
popular taste, have each and all conspired to very considerably over- 
rate the art, appears to us beyond a doubt. Granted that water- 
colour painting is more widely, and in some respects more success- 
fully, cultivated in this country than abroad; yet, if the causes for 
this were analysed, they would be found to furnish some reason for 
humiliation instead of boasting. Many of our young painters con- 
fine themselves to water colours merely because their art-educgation 
has not been completed; and, unable to cope with the ter 
technical difficulties, and meet the larger demands upon all kinds 
of artistic knowledge of a material susceptible of far greater range 
of sees | and complexity of effect, they seek refuge in the smaller 
scale and the generally simpler range, both of subject and effect, 
of the slighter, easier medium. Another inducement is of 
course the ready means of sale and the temptation of wit- 
nessing (as they may in this exhibition) works fetch tenfold 
the price they would command if the same talent which produced 
them were displayed in another medium. It would be absurd to 
deny that water-colour painting has certain recommendations, 
but of its very serious inefficiency we may form some idea on 
recalling the few attempts ever made to represent the human head | 
on the scale of nature. The comparative rarity among water- | 
colour painters of the power of drawing the human figure—a sure | 
test of artistic training—will bear out preceding observations. 
This society numbers, however, more than the usual proportion of 
figure draughtsmen, and three or four of them are artists who have 
made their mark also in oil painting. | 
For truth and beauty both of form and colour nothing here 
surpasses two finished drawings, as they must be regarded, by Mr. | 
F. Walker. One of these (No. 367) represents a young lady | 
assiduously watering the flowers of a garden-bed, amon which 
stand conspicuously the “ lilies’’—tall, lithe, and graceful, like | 
herself—which give the title to the picture. The figure is a little | 
flat, perhaps, making due allowance for the oper-air effect of 
diffused light at that comparatively shadowless time of day 
which florists would prefer for watering flowers. The play | 
of colour in the painting, minute yet soft, of the flowers 
and surrounding foliage is, however, very admirable. Still 
more remarkable is the drawing (407) of a gondola gliding 
up one of the rii of Venice. A subject replete with 
grace is here depicted with a fidelity we do not remember to 
have seen equalled. The delicate drawing cf the beautiful lines 
of the gondola, and of the figures of a noble lady, seated under | 
the “‘mid-ship’’ canopy, and her attendant outside, is obvious; 
but the peculiar action of the rower as he stands on his critical | 
perch at the poop propelling the boat will be more readily re- 
cognised by those who have witnessed the dexterity of these | 
men. The aerial effect, however, and the rendering of the 
“silent highway’’ more especially, evince artistic observation in 
a still higher degree. In the full light the black gondola tells 
grey with reflexes; yet the water, being slightly agitated, and the 
principal light not coming from the farther side, gives none of those 
inverted images of the gondola and opposite houses which an 
inferior artist would probably have introduced in defiance of all 
natural laws. Nor is any hackneyed point made of the cutting of 
the water: so keen is the prow of the gondola, no disturbance 
appears till, far back, the hull widens. Lastly, the translucid 
green of the sea is of a hue we instantly recognise as truthful; yet 
it is utterly unlike the emerald-tinted unrealities of, for example, 
Mr. Holland's Venetian seas. Mr. Walker's profuse employment 
of body-colour (scarcely a touch, at least in light, being given un- 
modified by white), following, as it does, the identical practice of the 
late W. Hunt, goes far to settle the question of the legitimacy of the 
use of body-colour. How close the disciple is to the deceased 
master in his own field of still-life may be seen in the “ Study of 
Mushrooms and Fungi’’ (407). Mr. Carl Haag is another able 
draughtsman who, though here represented rather unequally in 
subjects from various European and Eastern countries, some of 
them combining ethnological with artistic interest, sends a few 
heads (see Nos. 418 and 424), which, as graphic, decisive studies 
of character from life, are pre-eminent, The major portion of the 
artist’s contributions consists of an interesting series of sketches 
and studies from the Bavarian highlands, made, we believe, during 
a recent tour. Illustrations are afforded of the physiognomical 
characteristics and costume of this primitive race, of the quaint, 
massive interiors in which they dwell: witness the crypt-like 
apartment in No. 58, and the sketch of a family seated at one of 
their meals (402), both distinguished by the painter’s mastery of 
chiaroscuro; and of the scenery of their highlands, as, for instance, 
the snow-sprinkled ‘‘ Hohe Goll’’ (265) flushed by the setting sun. 
Mr. Gilbert's disregard of precision and completeness in drawing 
and modelling is at once more perceptible and more excusable in 
the evidently bond fide sketches for finished pictures entitled 











** Battle of the Boyne’ (119) and “ Artillery Retreating’’ (196) ; 
but otherwise such deficiencies would = condoned by, if 
not overlooked in admiration of, the exuberant picturesqueness 
of these compositions and their singularly vigorous and 
brilliant though conventional execution. The inter’s milder 
mood is favourably exemplified in the sketch of a girl with a 
letter pondering the question “To be, or not to be?’ (347). 


Among the surprises which these winter exhibitions generally afford 
not the least is that of finding Mr. Gilbert's best powers retained 
yet controlled by a closer reference to nature than might be ex- 
pected in two large landscape studies, the one presenting a view of 
the ‘City of Worcester’’ (92), the other (274) representing a 
mighty beech-tree in Penshurst Park, with one of its giant limbs 
lopped off by lightning or tempest. Mr. J. D. Watson's contri- 
butions are as diverse in subject as in merit. His “Gathering 
Bait ’’ (40)—children among rocks left at ebb-tide—is a pleasing 
drawing of a class of subject novel for him. Other works strictly 
accord with the professed scope of the exhibition : of them we may par- 
ticularly commend No. 10, the sketches of hands showing how studies 
—- be rendered profitable in the accentuation of the articulations, 

other characteristics most important to preserve, in the picture 
for which these sketches were . The “Grinling Gibbons” 
(319) is less satisfactory than the artist's —_— design for

mosaic, to be seen in the South Kensington Museum; but 
that r, Watson's qualifications for mural decoration are 
considerable is apparent in his capital design for a wall- 








painting, subject, “Bringing Home the Maypole’”’ (156), 
executed in the house of his brother member, Mr. Birket Foster. 
Mr. E. K. Johnson claims to rank among the more finished figure- 
painters of the society in several small drawings ila Meissonier, 
noticeable among which are those of a cavalier standing beside a 
casement, lighting his pipe (134), and a “‘ costume study”’ of a lady 
(328). Mr. Lamont sends the study (133) for the drawing of 
** Kilmeny’s Return from Fairyland ’’ which we engraved, together 
with two companion illustrations of Hogg’s poem, framed triptych- 
fashion, on the one side showing bonnie Kilmeny’s first wandering 
up the glen to the fairies’ haunt; on the other her last visit to the 
enchanted spot previous to her final disappearance. All three 
reveal the refinement of conception and delicacy of treatment we 
have commended in the engraved drawing. Passing allusion may 
be made to a couple of male heads by Mr. Smallfield, marked by 
results rather incommensurate with the evident conscientiousness of 
intention and the pains bestowed; and to a number of intensely- 
conventional so-called ‘studies’? by Mr. Lungdren. These last, 
like many others of like kind here with better-known names affixed 
to them, are what are called in the undignified but significant slang 
of the studios, ‘‘ pot-boilers,’’ and it is to the production of such that 
it is feared these winter gatherings tend, by furnishing a pretext and 
an opportunity for their exhibition. No sooner does a painter 
succeed in attracting the smallest popular notice than it often 
happens he drugs the market with réchauffés of such old materials 
as make a minimum demand on invention and involve the smallest 
risk of the danger and delay attending novel experiment. The 
manufacturing routine is betrayed in this instance by the recvr- 
rence of the same meaningless brown brushwork and the same arti- 
ficially-pretty type, whether it be an “Indian nautchgirl,”’ a 
‘Turkish woman,”’ or a “ Spanish gipsy.’’ 

Mr. Shields is one of the most honest painters of this society. 
Perfect loyalty to nature, though not uniformly meeting its reward, 
characterises his group of girls with rosebuds (269) and his two 
large female heads in red chalk. In one of these incautious use of 
the ‘‘stump”’ has produced a portentous fiery glow; but both, and 
more especially No. 110, evince power on a more arduous scale than 
is attempted by water-colovr painters in general. Mr. Burne Jones 
sends several chalk scribblings of something resembling female forms 
in various sentimental or uncomfortable attitudes, which he terms 
“designs ;’’ being, however, quite unintelligible, their interest and 
value are best known to the contributor. A more compromising 
mistake Mr. Jones makes in exhibiting a large female head 
in red chalk (160), the palpable errors in drawing of which, 
particularly the distortions of cheek, chin, neck, and shoulder, 
are, to speak with wholesome plainness, not merely a dis- 
credit to these walls, but would be scarcely excusable from an 
unpractised tyro. One thing is plainly betrayed, however, by the 
magnifying of such errors to the lifesize—which is, that it is absurd 
to suppose an artist could draw so badly, even if striving to re- 
perpetrate the worst faults of art in its infancy, if he could do 
better; ergo, that, whatever Mr. Jones’s attainments as an 
arbitrary decorative colourist, gained in the school of glass-painting 
(which his best friends think it a pity he should ever quit), he has 
never been trained in the most essential A BC of fine-art proper, 
and should be remitted to the nursery accordingly. 

Four contributors—Messrs. Bradley, Tayler, Willis, and Foster— 
occupy a kind of debatable ground between figure and landscape 
painting. The three first may, however, be regarded as animal- 
painters—a class of artists whose career in this country, even when 
possessed only of mediocre abilities, is oftentimes amazing, and 
curiously illustrative of English tastes. The reflection is indulged 
in, however, without prejudice; in proof, we are happy to find in 
Mr. Bradley’s works a single-minded aim at fidelity, which is 
the more commendable because displayed on a scale and with a 
measure of completeness which (seeing that thereby a test is frankly 
afforded both of knowledge and conscientiousness) claims indul- 
gence for minor shortcomings, which might be masked by a general 
system of slurring and slighting. ‘‘ A Day with the Hounds”’ 
(244) is a good example: a rider leaps his horse from cover down 
a mari-bank, as the huntsman gives the view halloo, and 
the hounds successively take up the scent. The preceding 
observation applies, however, but in a fractional portion, to 
Mr. Tayler’s Highland drovers and cattle; his coursing and 
hawking bits; his snatches of Welsh landscape with animals and 
figures; his otter-hounds, greyhounds, and other samples of the 
kind of work (similar in subject and identical in treatment) which 
he has thrown eff in such profusion during so many years. Let it 
be admitted that these are “sketches,’’ as alone, with one ex- 
ception, wrongly styled a ‘study,’ they profess to be, But the 
painter's ‘‘ finished drawings’’ are no more; these are but sketches, 
and that of the Granted however that, whether 
denominated sketches, studies, or drawings, they are “ excellent as 
far as they go;’’ but we must complain that they go such a very 
little way. The most obvious leading points of character and 
action (where represented)—just so much as may, and no more than 
will, be recognised by the superficial, amateur observer—are sug- 
gestively hit off with flourishes in the most approved “‘ blottesque "’ 
manner, and, of course, with a swiftness, certainty, and general air 
of picturesque animation, guaranteed by long manual practice, 
which to the amateur—incapable as he is of rivalling, wanting 
that practice—appears captivatingly clever. Judged, however, 
by a higher standard, the flimsiness of such productions 
must cause the popular and present market estimate of 
them, compared with that of far better and sounder work, to 
appear perfectly preposterous. It is proverbially true that few 
artists know when it is best to leave off; but if Mr. Tayler does 
so, he certainly leaves off very close indeed to the beginning. The 
plain fact is that what is really admirable in sketches of this order, 
ail the essential truths recorded, are secured in an early stage of 
every picture by artists of moderate qualifications. Such profes- 
sional sketching, regarded (be it observed) as an end, not a means, 
is, we are convinced—especially while sanctioned by the practice of 
the president of this influential society—calculated to do mischief 
to the English school, and therefore calls for condemnation. To 
the artistically-trained eye the interest of sketches of this descrip- 
tion is exhausted at a glance; whereas, it should be ever borne 
in mind that every step attained with true finish at once increases 
in geometrical ratio the value, interest, and evidence of knowledge 
and ability of any work of art whatsover. Of the generally animal 
subjects—no less than eighteen in number—exhibited by Mr. 
Brittan Willis, it is only necessary to remark that they are smaller 
drawings, like enough to the animals, rich in effect and velvety in 
texture, as usual. We offer our sincere congratulations to Mr. 
Birket Foster for his ‘‘ study of Sea, Northumberland Coast’’ (191). 
So manly a piece of work has not issued from his hand within our 
recollection. From the angry breakers of the stormy North Sea along 
that stern Northumbrian coast the artist has received a new im- 
pression of grandeur, and caught a fresh touch of power. It is the 
only work of his upon which one could not be disposed to write on 
some or many parts—“ trick for popular effect.’’ Other contribu- 
tions are in his old familiar vein. As a figure-draughtsman this 
painter's —— are, of course, but small: his pinafored 
children, demanding no subtleties of expression, action, or cha- 
racter, are but landscape accessories, though sometimes promoted 
to play a prominent part, asin “‘The Rabbit Hutch" and “ The 

Peacock ’’ (390). In these, as in “‘A Lock, Stratford-on-Avon’’ 
(384), and a study of a beech-stem in autumn, with holly fencing 
round its roots (44), we have, accompanied, no doubt, with a nice 
sense of elegamce in composition, and a true feeling for the sweeter, 
softer aspects of nature, that vivacious speckle and dainty delicacy 
of touch which Mr. Foster probably acquired in designing pretty 
illustrations for the petty ornamental style of wood engraving so 
much in vogue. It is, we suspect, to this trivial charm of execu- 
tion, so irresistibly titillating to the amateur eye, that the artist 
chiefly owes his popularity, and that it is this mainly which renders 
his works the beau-ideal, the ne plus ultra, of drawing-room rus- 
ticity. If so, it is incumbent upon us to express our opinion that a 
pointillé mannerism of this es sort is foreign to that large 
indicative and suggestive style which is the finest mode of handling ; 
that it imperfectly renders breadth and repose of effect, also, there- 
fore, the majesty or the mystery of nature ; that it is unfavourable 
to firmness and expressiveness of drawing, and equally so to 
colouring in its more artistic gradations.

In Somersetshire East, a new division, there 
was a sharp struggle, but Major Allen and Mr. R. Bright, 
Conservatives, succeeded; while in the western division of 
that county Sir Alexander Hood and Mr. W. H. Gore- 
Langton, the former Tory members, were returned unopposed. 
The two members who formerly sat as Liberals for South 
Staffordshire—namely, Mr. Henry Hodgetts Foley and Mr. 
W. Orme Foster—stood for the new eastern division of the county, 
were opposed by Mr. Meynell Ingram and Mr. Smith Child (Tories), 
and were defeated. The contest in the new division of Mid-Surrey 
was special and smart, Mr. Julian Goldsmid and Mr. C. Robarts 
trying hard to win it for the Liberal party; but their efforts were 
in vain against Mr. Brodrick and Mr. Beck, the Conservatives. 

There were two excellent Liberal candidates for South Warwick- 
shire—namely, Lord Hyde, eldest son of the Earl of Clarendon, 
and Sir Robert Hamilton, a retired Indian official, of great reputa- 
tion—and it was thought more than probable that they would 
defeat the late Conservative member, Mr. Wise, a mere country 
gentleman unknown in the House, and prevent the ineffable Mr. 
J. Hardy, late member for the disfranchised borough of Dartmouth, 
and who is too well known in the House, in a sense not the highest, 
from taking the seat left vacant by the retirement of Sir Charles 
Mordaunt; but in both cases they failed, and Toryism is again 
represented wholly in the county. The sudden irruption of Mr. 
Baillie Cochrane, Conservative (who, by the disfranchisement of 
Honiton, for which town he sat in the last Parliament, was left 
without a seat) into the Isle of Wight has proved fruitless, and the 
former member, Sir John Simeon, a Liberal, is again returned ; and 
he will hold in the House a position once peculiar to Lord Edward 
Howard (whom fate has kept out of the new Parliament)—that of 
being the only Roman Catholic returned by an English constituency. 
The new southern division of the West Riding of Yorkshire 
has been preserved for the Liberal party by the re-election of Lord 
Milton, who used to sit for the former South-West Riding, though 
after a close battle. Ayrshire South—a new division of the county— 
has been taken by Sir D. Wedderburn, Liberal. Buteshire, having 
early in the course of electioneering cast out Mr. Lamont, a sort of 
Liberal, its representative in the last Parliament, has chosen Mr. 
Dalrymple, a Tory, instead of a Liberal candidate, Mr. Burns, who 
contested with him. 

There has been on the face of it a signal Liberal defeat in South- 
West Lancashire ; for there Mr. Gladstone has been thrown out, and 
Mr. Grenfell, in company with whom he fought the election, has also 
not been returned, the two local Conservative candidates, Mr. Asheton 
Cross and Mr. Charles Turner (the latter one of the late represen- 
tatives of the extinct division of South Lancashire) are members 
for the new division of Lancashire—the district to which by birth 
and family Mr. Gladstone belongs. The precaution by which a 
seat for the metropolitan borough of Greenwich was secured to the 
proximate Prime Minister has thus been fully justified. The 
result of the election for Middlesex is just what was foreseen when 
the public was treated to an exhibition of unseemly personal differ- 
ences between the late Liberal members for the county, to whom, 
until they brought it on themselves, no opposition was even sug- 
gested. The return of a Tory—Lord George Hamilton, son of the 
Duke of Abercorn—was from the beginning of the election a cer- 
tainty, and the only question was which of the two former members 
was to be punished for their internecine differences; and in the 
result the penalty has been paid by Mr. Labouchere, the second 
seat having been obtained by Lord Enfield.

LORD SOMERVILLE. 
The Right Hon. Hugh Somerville, eighteenth Baron Somerville, in 


the Peerage of 
Scotland, who was 
killed on the 17th 
inst., whilst hunt- 
ing with Mr.

Oct. 11, 1839; and was educated at Eton, and at Christ Church, 
Oxford. He was appointed, in 1861, Lieutenant of the Warwick- 
shire Yeomanry Cavalry. He succeeded his father as eighteenth 
Baron Somerville Oct. 19, 1864. He was never married. He is 
succeeded by his first cousin, Aubrey John, now nineteenth Baron 
Somerville, who was born Feb. 1, 1838, and is the eldest surviving son 
of the late Hon. and Rev. William Somerville, Rector of i, 
Warwickshire. This family, of Norman descent, obtained the 
Barony of Somerville as far back as 1430. Gilbert, the eigbth Lord 
Somerville, entertained King James VI. most sumptuously at his 
castle of Cowthaly, which the Monarch jocularly ed Cow-daily, 
from seeing a cow and ten sh killed every day. His Lordship, 
by this course of boundless hospitality and extravagance, ran 
entirely through his estates ; and he died so that the title was 
not resumed til 1723, when it was confirmed, 4 Act of Parliamént, 
to James, the thirteenth Lord, who eventually became wealthy 
through obtaining the reversion of the estates of Somerville, the 
celebrated poet, author of “The Chase; ’’ and it is a strange and 
sad coincidence that the recent possessor of the poet’s estate should 
have perished in the chase so miserably. The thirteenth Lord’s 
grandson, John, fifteenth Lord, introduced the breed of merino 
sheep from Lisbon into England. He was uncle of the nobleman 
just deceased, and of his successor, the present Peer.

EDWARD HILDEBRANDT. 
This very celebrate? landscape-painter, whose fame is cosmo- 
olitan, like his travels, and several of whose works we have 
engraved, was born at Dantzic, in 1818. From his fifteenth year, 
when he devoted himself to painting; he encountered through the 
period of studentship most formidable difficulties with rare courage 
and perseverance. At nineteen he set out for the Art Academy at 
Berlin; and so slender were his means that he was compelled to 
perform the journey on foot. Arrived at the Academy, he was 
unable to pay the usual fees; and, failing to inspire the director 
with a belief in his powers, he was refused admission to that insti- 
tution, which subsequently elected him as one of its most 
honoured members, conferring upon him, in addition, a professor- 
ship—a dignity which has more significance in Germany than in 
France or England. The young aspirant gained admission, how- 
ever, into the atelier of Krause, the marine-painter, where, so 
assiduously did he study and labour, that at twenty-two he had 
saved sufficient from the proceeds of his paintings to enable him to 
undertake a tour through Denmark, Norway, England, Scotland, 
and Ireland. Other extensive tours in various parts of the world 
were made at subsequent periods of his life. Honours and rewards, 
the friendship of Humboldt, who paid a tribute to the painter's 
gees Cosmos; °’ court patronage, decorationsand gold medals 
om several countries, including a grande médaille d'or at the Paris 
International Exhibition of 1855, were obtained in succession. 
During two years, from 1862, Hildebrandt performed—as traveller 
and painter equally indefatigable—the greatest achievement of 
his life—that journey round the world, the art-outcome of 
which, in the shape of several hundred water-colour drawings, 
has been in its entirety or in successive portions exhibited in Berlin, 
Paris, and London. Several of these drawings—of Egyptian, 
Indian, Chinese, South America, and other subjects—have been 
engraved in our Paper from time to time, and some of the 
accompanying descriptions and criticisms have been submitted too 
recently to render it necessary to again record our high estimate 
of this very extraordinary painter. There is too much reason to 
fear that the physical and mental drain naturally incidental 
to this last protracted and _ restless tour, followed as it 
was by the excitement of public exhibitions of his labour and 
the neglect of needful repose, accelerated and exacerbated that 
nervous fever which brought the brave and brilliant career of the 
painter to an untimely close on the 25th ult.

Brchwotogy of the Houth, — 


An important discovery has been made at Hildesheim of a large 
quantity of antique silver plate, excavated from the foot of the hil! 
known as the Golgonberg. These treasures have been examined by 
a Royal commission of archologists, one of whom, Professor 
Unger, is of opinion that the plate is of the best period of Roman 
art, temp. Augustus Cesar, and he conjectures it to have been part 
of the camp equipage of a Roman General. It consists of plates 
and dishes, vases, drinking-cups, and candelabra, all of pure silver, 
elaborately chased, in high relief, with stags and dogs and mytho- 
logical scenes. Dr. Berndorf, of Gittingen, it is stated, has 
deciphered several inscriptions upon the plate, and on nearly every 
piece its weight, which, it is expected, will sct at rest the vexed 
question of how far the Roman weights correspond with those now 
in use, This entire service of plate was found, not as if buried in 
haste, but packed together with great precision, and covered by the 
large vases turned upside down, evidently for the protection of the 
underlying pieces. Tie inscriptions will shortly be published in the 
Gittingen Archeological Journal. 

At the opening meeting of the session of the Archeological Insti- 
tute, on the 6th inst., it was announced that the next year’s con- 
gress would be held at Bury St. Edmunds. 

The Rey. J. Graves has reported to the Historica] and Archeo- 
logical Association of Ireland that the tower of St. Francis’s Abbey, 
Kilkenny, has been propped temporarily with two strong metal 

illars. As to the famous round tower at Clonmacnoise, £100 has 
subscribed towards the repairing of the seven churches, and th« 
work is progressing. Mr. Graves showed that the perfect state of 
the iron hooks of the window-shutters of the lesser tower prove it to 
be one of the least ancient in Ireland. Like the Kilkenny round 
tower, it was built in the churchyard earth, and among previcusly- 
formed ves. The lesser tower at Clonmacnoise is built in con- 
nection with the wall of the church of which it forms a coeval part. 
The architectural decorations of the church are Romanesque. A 
proposal to petition Parliament for an annual grant of money for 
the preservation of Irish monuments has been agreed to. 
here has been read to the Geological Society of Norwich, by 
Mr. J. E. Taylor, an account of some oaken piles found during an 
excavation at Frowse, for sewage purposes, and considered as indis- 
putable evidence of ancient lake dwellings, or crannoges. Within 
thirty yards, in a large deep trench, thirty piles were found, all 
standing erect, each driven itito hard gravel, resting on which was a 
bed of peat, surrounding the piles and containing great quantities 
of fresh-water sheHs, similar to those now living in the neighbour- 
ing rivers; as well as bones of the deer, horse, ox, sheep, hare, &c. 
Overlying both peat and piles was a bed of yellow sand and loamy 
clay 4ft. in thickness and thoroughly undisturbed. In about nine 
inches of made earth, or surface soil, were found the roots of two 
very large ash and willow trees, at least 200 years old. Similar 
evidences of ‘‘ pile buildings’’ were discovered in the same county, 
in the West Mere, at Wretham, in 1851, and the Great Mere, in 
1856, in depths varying from eight to twenty feet. 

Two apartments of a Roman building have been discovered at 
Cowes, ina garden at the extreme point of Gurnard Bay, in the 
Isle of Wight. The whole suite consists of five rooms, two having 
common tesselated pavements made from tiles. The building had 
been consumed by fire. Among the articles found were hexagonal 
stone-roofing tiles, fragments of a mortarium, a Roman fibula, and 
a lady’s bracelet. 

A network of subterranean passages leading to a large circular 
cavern has been discovered under Redcliffe parish, which, ac- 
cording to a map of Bristol in Barrett’s History, was occupied by 
the hermitage of St. John in the year 1250. 

A barrow has been opened on Tredinney Hill, six miles west of 
Penzance. It is circular, 38 ft. in diameter, inclosed by an outer 
circle of large granite slabs set on edge. A trench 18 in. deep having 
been sunk in the middle of the mound under a slab was found the 
rim of an urn filled with earth—one of the ancient Celtic cists, and 
unique in the district. Instead of being formed, in the usual way, 
of four stones set on edge, it was constructed of two stones to each 
wall, the upper one sli htly overlapping the other in such a manner 
that the urn was tightly wedged in, mouth downwards. The only 
other cist of this description ever discovered in Cornwall was at 
Gwithian, in 1741. The style of the pottery is rude, and the 
vessel is not well baked. It was filled with human bones very much 
less burnt than usual, and identified as those of a woman. 

Jack Cade appears to have been a much-abused and misrepre- 
sented person. an Hook, we perceive, describes Cade as “‘ an 
unknown Irishman;’’ but M. A. Lower, the Sussex antiquary, 
some time since, showed Cade to have been a native of that county ; 
and Mr. Orridge has shown that Cade’s London agent and friend 
was an ancestor cf Alderman Sir Thomas Cooke, K.B., and of 
Bacon and Cecil in Elizabeth's time; and, among others, of our 

resent Duke of Beaufort, our present Marquises of Exeter and 

] ey Lord Fitzwilliam, &c. Dr. Hook says that “‘the main 
object of Cade’s insurrection was not a change of dynasty, but to 
effect such a change of Ministry as would place the Court under 
the control of the Yorkists.”” Mr. Orridge somewhat naively 

notes :—** Whether Cade was unable to control his followers, or 
unable te control himself, may be doubtful.”’ 

In the Rev. Mr. Sparrow’s paper on the churchwarden’s accounts 
and parish registers of St. Peter, Cheap, in the city of London, we find 
£157 paid for ‘‘candelles on Christmas Eve,’ and for ‘holly and 
ivye,”’ and “ rosem and bayes on Christmas Daye.’’ On the 
greater festivals the church was decked with flowers, a custom still 
retained in the Church of St. Matthew, Friday-street, which is now 
the parish church for the inhabitants of St. Peter’s parish.—(Journ. 
Brit. Arch. Assoc.) 

In an excavation in Finsbury were recently found two woollen 
bu ’ flat caps, time about Henry VII. Each cap contained
